SECURITY COUNCIL - ADMISSION OF TWO VIETNAMS 

SC FAILED TO ADOPT PROPOSALS RECOMMENDING ADMISSION OF TWO 
VIETNAMESE STATES TO UN SEPT. 30 WHEN TWO RESOLUTIONS WERE 
REJECTED IN IDENTICAL VOTES - 14-l(US)-0 - BECAUSE OF US VETO. 

SC THEN APPROVED WITHOUT OBJECTION TEXT OF SPECIAL REPORT 
TO GA AS AMENDED BY IRAQ, USSR AND CHINA. ACTING ON TANZANIA- 
IRAQ-CAMEROON LETTER, SC PRESIDENT EL HASSEN (MAURITANIA) 
INVITED THE REPRESENTATIVE OF SOUTH VIETNAM TO SPEAK AFTER 
THE VOTE. AMB MOYNIHAN, FOLLOWING VOTE, POINTED OUT THAT THE 
SC AGAIN DECLINED TO CONSIDER THE ADMISSION OF ROK, AND 
USG, ACCORDINGLY, AGAIN VETOED THE APPLICATIONS OF THE TWO 
VIETNAMS. 

BEFORE THE VOTE, STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY UKRAINE, SENEGAL, 
MADAGASCAR, GUYANA, BYELORUSSIA, FRANCE, ITALY, IRAQ, 

CAMEROON, MAURITANIA, MOZAMBIQUE AND MEXICO. THEMES WERE 
SIMILAR TO THOSE SEPT. 29, BUT THE TONE WAS GENERALLY HARSHER. 
IRAQI REP SUGGESTED POSSIBILITY OF "UNITING FOR JUSTICE" 

RESOLUTION IN GA; MEXICAN REPREEENT ATTVF, MADE UNHELPFUL 
STATEMENT; FRANCE AND ITALY ASKED FOR EQUAL TREATMENT FOR ROK. 
SVN AMB THI SPOKE FOR BOTH VIETNAMS AND DWELT ON THEME OF 
CONTINUING AND DELIBERATE US HOSTILITY TOWARD THE VIETNAMESE 
PEOPLE. HE PREDICTED "NUMEROUS VOICES" WOULD BE RAISED 
TO DENOUNCE THE SECOND US VETO AND DEMAND THAT PROVISIONS 
OF THE GA RESOLUTION BE CARRIED OUT. (OURTEL 4633) 

GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE 

GA SEPT. 30 HEARD VIEWS OF UAE, SYRIA, MALAYSIA, SPAIN, 

LAOS, ISRAEL, CAMEROON, KUWAIT AND SUDAN. SYRIAN FOREIGN 
MINISTER VIGOROUSLY DENOUNCED EGYPT-ISRAEL AGREEMENT IN 
PARTICULAR AND STEP-BY-STEP APPROACH GENERALLY. ISRAELI 
FOREIGN MINISTER HOPED THAT STATEMENTS BY SYRIAN LEADERS 
REJECTING A PEACE TREATY WITH ISRAEL WERE NOT THEIR LAST 
WORD. OCT. 1 GA WILL HEAR GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS BY 
BAHRAIN, BYELORUSSIA, THAILAND, TUNISIA, GUYANA, MAURITANIA, 
BHUTAN AND NIGER AND ADDRESS BY UGANDAN PRESIDENT AMIN. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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UNITED ARAB EMIRATES - FOREIGN MINISTER GHOBASH DEVOTED MOST 
OF HIS SPEECH TO THE MIDDLE EAST AND INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
ISSUES, CALLING ON THE UN TO ADOPT RESOLUTIONS THAT REFER TO 
THE IMPLEMENTATION OF SANCTIONS UNDER CHAP. VII SHOULD ISRAEL 
NOT COMPLY. HE "NOTED WITH SATISFACTION" HOW THE 29TH UNGA 
HANDLED THE PALESTINIAN QUESTION, REVIEWED ISRAEL S "DIS- 
REGARD" OF UN RESOLUTIONS, CAUTIONED THAT THE SITUATION WAS 
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"FRAUGHT WITH IMMINENT DANGER TO WORLD PEACE," AND 
SUGGESTED TTAT THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY TAKE "INSPIRATION" 
FROM THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE CONFERENCE OF ISLAMIC FOREIGN 
MINISTERS, THE AFRICAN SUMMIT CONFERENCE, AND THE LIMA 
CONFERENCE. HE PROPOSED THAT THE UN SHOULD ADOPT RESOLUTIONS 
"WHICH INCLUDE BOTH AN UNEQUIVOCAL ORDER TO ISRAEL TO IMPLEMENT 
THOSE RESOLUTIONS, AND IN CASE ISRAEL PERSISTS IN ITS 
POLICY OF REFUSAL AND DEFIANCE, A CLEAR REFERENCE TO THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF SANCTIONS UNDER CHAPTER VII OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS CHARTER." HE ALSO EXPRESSED "GREAT CONCERN" OVER 
"RECENT PRESS REPORTS ON THE NEAR ACQUISITION BY ISRAEL OF 
HIGHLY SOPHISTICATED WEAPONS OF A VERY DESTRUCTIVE CAPA- 
BILITY." 

ON OTHER POLITICAL ISSUES, GHOBASH EXPRESSED MORAL AND MATERIAL 
SUPPORT FOR LIBERATION MOVEMENTS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, URGED 
SPAIN TO HEED THE GA RESOLUTION ON THE WESTERN SAHARA, 
REITERATED SUPPORT FOR THE UN DECLARATION ON THE INDIAN OCEAN, 
CALLED FOR PEACE IN CYPRUS, PROPOSED "ACCESSION OF ALL PARTIES 
CONCERNED" TO THE NPT AS THE BEST METHOD FOR CREATING A 
MIDDLE EAST NUCLEAR FREE ZONE," WELCOMED PEACE IN INDOCHINA, 

AND EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR THE CSCE AS WELL AS THE SALT 
TALKS. TURNING TO ECONOMIC ISSUES, GHOBASH REVIEWED THE "NEW 
SPIRIT OF CHANGE" INITIATED BY THE NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES AT 
LIMA, RECALLED THE AID THE UAE HAD GIVEN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, 
AND EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR THE "POSITIVE" RESULTS OF THE 7TH 
SPECIAL SESSION, WHICH WAS "A FIRST STEP" TOWARD EQUALITY IN 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS. GHOBASH REGARDED THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE RESOLUTIONS AS A "YARDSTICK" OF THE 
"GOOD INTENTIONS" OF THE DEVELOPED COUNTRIES. (REPEATED INFO 
ABU DHABI) 

SYRIA - FOREIGN MINISTER KHADDAM DEVOTED OVER TWO-THIRDS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF HIS SPEECH TO THE MIDDLE EAST, AND MOST OF THAT WAS A 
VIGOROUS DENUNCIATION OF THE EGYPT-ISRAEL AGREEMENT IN PARTI 
CULAR AND THE STEP-BY-STEP APPROACH GENERALLY. IN A DETAILED 
ATTACK ON ISRAEL AND ITS RIGHT TO BE AT THE UN, HE OUTLINED 
ISRAEL'S "DEFIANCE OF THE UN CHARTER AND CONTEMPT OF ITS 
RESOLUTIONS," AND CHARGED IT WITH SUBJECTING ARAB INHABITANTS 
TO OPPRESSION EXCEEDING THAT "PURSUED BY NAZISM." 

ASSERTING THAT ISRAEL'S MEMBERSHIP IN THE UN WAS CONDITIONED 
AS A RESULT OF GA RESOLUTION 273, KHADDAM STATED THAT THIS 
RESOLUTION "MUST BE RECONSIDERED IN LIGHT OF ISRAEL'S 
NON-COMPLIANCE” AND ARGUED THAT ISRAEL "DOES NOT DESERVE 
BEING A MEMBER OF THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY." HE CRITICIZED 
ISRAEL FOR CONCEALING "HER EXPANSIONIST INTENTIONS" BEHIND 
THE DEMAND FOR SECURE BOUNDARIES AND NOTED THE FAILURE OF THE 
UN TO COMPEL ISRAEL TO WITHDRAW FROM OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. 
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TURNING TO POSSIBLE PEACE SETTLEMENTS, KHADDAM REJECTED ANY 
APPROACH THAT OMITTED THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE AND RECALLED 
THAT SYRIA NEVER BELIEVED IN THE "SOUNDNESS" OF THE STEP-BY 
STEP METHOD. HE ATTACKED THE SINAI AGREEMENT FOR "MOVING 
US FARTHER FROM THE ROAD TO PEACE," FOR PAVING THE WAY FOR A 
US MIDDLE EAST PRESENCE AND MAKING IT A MAIN PARTY TO THE 
DISPUTE, FOR UNDERMINING ARAB SOLIDARITY, AND FOR PERMITTING 
"THE AGGRESSOR TO PERSIST WITH HIS EXPANSIONIST POLICY." HE 
QUESTIONED HOW ANY AGREEMENT WHICH ENTAILED THE SUPPLY OF 
MISSILES TO ISRAEL THAT COULD REACH ARAB COUNTRIES AND 
PROVIDED "BILLIONS OF US DOLLARS THROUGH BLACKMAIL" COULD 
CONTRIBUTE TO PEACE. IN CONCLUSION, KHADDAM DECLARED THAT ANY 
TALKS ABOUT THE OCCUPIED SYRIAN TERRITORIES "WITHIN THE 
FRAMEWORK OF THE PARTIAL STEPS POLICY IS NOT FOUNDED ON A 
PRACTICAL BASIS." PEACE COULD BE ACHIEVED ONLY ON THE BASIS 
OF ISRAEL'S UNCONDITIONAL WITHDRAWAL FROM ALL OCCUPIED 
ARAB TERRITORIES AND ITS UNDERTAKING TO IMPLEMENT LAST YEAR'S 
UN RESOLUTIONS ON THE PALESTINE QUESTION. (OURTEL 4637) 
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AMEMBASSY DAR ES SALAAM PRIORITY 
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SPAIN - AVOIDING ANY REFERENCE TO MEXICAN PRESIDENT ECHEVERRIA'S 
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LETTER TO THE SYG, FOREIGN MINISTER MAURI CONFINED MOST OF 
HIS REMARKS TO A DISCUSSION OF THE ISSUES OF SPANISH SAHARA, 

GIBRALTAR AND EUROPEAN SECURITY. AFTER NOTING GOS'S WILLINGNESS 
TO COOPERATE IN THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECISIONS OF 
THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION, MAURI EXPRESSED DISPLEASURE AT 
THE INTERFERENCE OF NEIGHBORING STATES IN THE DECOLONIZATION 
OF SPANISH SAHARA. HE EMPHASIZED THE GOS'S DETERMINATION 
TO EXPEDITE THE DECOLONIZATION PROCESS THERE BASED ON THE 
SELF-DETERMINATION OF ITS INHABITANTS, AND WARNED NEIGHBORING 
STATES THAT THE GOS RESERVES THE RIGHT TO TAKE ANY ACTION 
NECESSARY TO RESIST THEIR INTERFERENCE. TURNING TO THE 
DECOLONIZATION OF GIBRALTAR, MAURI SAID THAT UK-SPANISH 
NEGOTIATIONS HAD BOGGED DOWN DUE TO THE UK'S INSISTENCE ON 
DIRECTLY TRANSFERRING SOVEREIGNTY TO THE INHABITANTS OF 
GIBRALTAR. HE POINTED OUT THAT THIS PROCEDURE IS INCONSISTENT 
WITH THE TREATY OF UTRECHT WHICH GUARANTEES SPAIN'S 
RIGHT TO REJECT OR APPROVE ANY CHANGE IN GIBRALTAR'S 
STATUS, AND EXPRESSED HOPE THAT THE UK WOULD MODIFY ITS 
POSITION. 

WHILE WELCOMING THE RESULTS OF THE EUROPEAN SECURITY CONFERENCE, 

MAURI VOICED CONCERN OVER THE WILLINGNESS OF THE SIGNATORY 
STATES TO ADHERE TO THE PRINCIPLE OF NON INTERFERENCE IN 
THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF OTHERE STATES. HE ALSO STRESSED 
THE GOS'S INTERESTS IN PROMOTING HARMONY AND COOPERATION 
AMONG MEDITERRANEAN STATES, AND EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR 
THE CONVENING OF A MEDITERRANEAN SECURITY CONFERENCE. 

IN CONCLUDING, MAURI REITERATED SPAIN'S TRADITION OF 
FRIENDSHIP WITH ARAB AND LATIN AMERICAN NATIONS, AND EXTOLLED 
THE UN AS MANKIND'S BEST HOPE FOR WORLD PEACE AND UNDER- 
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STANDING. (COMMENT: DURING MAURI'S SPEECH, THE DELEGATIONS OF 
SEVERAL EASTERN EUROPEAN STATES ABSENTED THEMSELVES, 

AND JUNIOR OFFICERS WERE LEFT TO REPRESENT DENMARK, 

SWEDEN, ITALY, UK AND THE NETHERLANDS.) 

- UK AND SPANISH RIGHTS OF REPLY - 

AT THE CONCLUSION OF THE AFTERNOON SESSION OF THE UNGA 
PLENARY, SPAIN AND THE UK EXCHANGED RIGHTS OF REPLY 
ON THE GIBRALTAR ISSUE. THE UK REITERATED ITS DETERMINATION 
TO ADHERE TO THE PRINCIPLE OF SELF-DETERMINATION IN DEALING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WITH THIS ISSUE, AND ADVISED THE SPANISH GOVERNMENT TO 
STRIVE TO WIN THE GOODWILL OF THE PEOPLE OF GIBRALTAR 
RATHER THAN THE STERILE DEBATE OVER THE MEANING OF THE 
TREATY OF UTRECHT. SPAIN REPLIED THAT WHILE IT SUPPORTS 
THE PRINCIPLE OF SELF-DETERMINATION, IT CANNOT AGREE TO 
ITS APPLICATION TO THE "PRE-FABRICATED" POPULATION OF GIBRALTAR. 
SPAIN ALSO ADMONISHED THE UK NOT TO IGNORE THE TREATY OF 
UTRECHT WHICH REPRESENTS A GUARANTEE UNDER INTERNATIONAL 
LAW OF SPAIN'S RIGHTS IN THIS ISSUE. (REPEATED INFO MADRID) 

LAOS - IN A STATEMENT LACED WITH ABUSE OF THE US, LAOTIAN 
VICE PREMIER AND FOREIGN MINISTER PHOUN SIPRASEUTH DECLARED 
THAT LAOS WOULD STEP UP ITS RELATIONS WITH SOCIALIST COUNTRIES 
WITH PARTICULAR EMPHASIS ON THE VIETNAMS AND CAMBODIA, 

AND CALLED FOR THOSE WHO SUPPORTED LAOS IN WAR TO SUPPORT 
ITS RECONSTRUCTION. HE REGRETTED NOT BEING ABLE TO CONGRATULATE 
THE VIETNAMAS ON BEING UN MEMBERS BECAUSE THEY WERE "UNFAIRLY 
KEPT OUTSIDE" BY US ABUSE OF THE VETO, AND HE CHARGED THAT 
THE US SHOWED CONTEMPT FOR "SELF-DETERMINATION, THE GOALS 
OF THE UN, AND THE PRINCIPLE OF UNIVERSALITY" BY DOING SO. 

HE ASSERTED LAOTIAN SOLIDARITY WITH THE THIRD WORLD WHICH 
HE TERMED A "BATTLEFIELD" ON A "COMMON FRONT" AGAINST 
IMPERIALSIM AND NEO-COLONIALISM WHOSE SUCCESS HAS OPENED "THE 
ERA OF THE DEATH OF COLONIALSIM" AND ALLOWED PEOPLES 
TO BECOME "MASTERS OF THEIR DESTINY." HE STATED THAT THE 
DECLINE OF AMERICAN IMPERIALISM WAS THE TURNING POINT OF 
THE WORLD SITUATION, AND ARGUED THAT ALTHOUGH IMPERIALISM 
HAD BEEN FORCED TO GIVE WAY IT HAD NOT RENOUNCED ITS OBJECTIVES. 
HE SUPPORTED THE EFFORTS OF NORTH KOREA TOWARD PEACEFUL 
UNIFICATION AND THE WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN, ESPECIALLY 
AMERICAN, TROOPS FROM SOUTH KOREA, AND ALSO CHARGED ISRAEL WITH 
AGGRESSION. 

LAOTIAN FOREIGN MINISTER EXPRESSED GRATIFICATION THAT THE 
UNIFICATION OF LAOS WAS COMING TRUE AND STATED THAT ITS 
VICTORY OVER AMERICAN INTERFERENCE HAS WORLDWIDE IMPLICATIONS. 
HE STATED THAT LAOTIAN FOREIGN POLICY WOULD BE BASED ON 
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SAFEGUARDING ITS INDEPENDENCE, AND INDICATED WILLINGNESS 
FOR RELATIONS WITH SOUTHEAST ASIA BASED ON NON-INTERFERENCE. 
ALTHOUGH HE CHARACTERIZED FORMER THAI GOVERNMENTS AS "ACCOMPLICES 
OF THE US," HE NOTED THAT IN VIEW OF THE NEW SITUATION, 
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UNCLASSIFIED

LAOS WAS READY TO IMPROVE RELATIONS BUT CALLED UPON THAILAND 
TO STOP INTERFERING IN LAOS, ENTERTAINING LAO 
REACTIONARIES, AND REJECT THE USE OF THAI TERRITORY FOR 
AGGRESSION BY AMERICAN IMPERIALSIM. HE EXPRESSED A WILLINGNESS 
TO ESTABLISH RELATIONS WITH WESTERN COUNTRIES IF THEY WOULD 
"RESPECT OUR NATIONAL RIGHTS, RECOGNIZE OUR INDEPENDENCE," 

AND WISH TO HELP DEVELOP OUR ECONOMY. ALTHOUGH HE 
CHARGED THE US WITH VIOLATING THE 1973 VIENTIANE ACCORDS 
AND DECLARED THAT IT WAS RESPONSIBLE FOR AGGRESSION IN LAOS, 

HE NOTED WILLINGNESS TO ESTABLISH "AMICABLE RELATIONS ON A 
NEW BASIS," IF THE US WOULD, IN ACCORD WITH ITS PREVIOUS 
DECLARATION, PARTICIPATE IN LAOTIAN RECONSTRUCTION AND NOT 
INTERFERE IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS. HE SENT HIS GREETINGS TO THE 
AMERICAN PEOPLE WHO WERE FRIENDLY TO THE LAO PEOPLE DURING 
THEIR LONG STRUGGLE.

ISRAEL - IN OUTLINING ISRAEL'S POSITION ON THE MIDDLE EAST 
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AND TOWARDS FUTURE PEACE NEGOTIATIONS, MINISTER OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
YIGAL ALLON SAID THAT SINCERE PEACE-SEEKERS WOULD SURELY 
FIND CAUSE FOR SATISFACTION IN THE NEW EGYPT -TSR AFJ . 

AGREEMENT WHICH WAS NEGOTIATED THROUGH THE GOOD OFFICES OF 
THE PRESIDENT AND THE US SECRETARY OF STATE. THE MAIN 
SIGNIFICANCE OF THE AGREEMENT WAS THE OPENING OF A NEW 
CHAPTER IN RELATIONS BETWEEN ISRAEL AND EGYPT; THE AGREEMENT 
WAS NOT DIRECTED AGAINST ANY OTHER PARTY. ISRAEL WAS READY 
TO ENTER FURTHER NEGOTIATIONS AND HOPED THAT STATEMENTS 
BY SYRIAN LEADERS REJECTING A PEACE TREATY WITH ISRAEL 
WERE NOT THEIR LAST WORD. THE GENEVA CONFERENCE COULD BE

AGREEMENT BETWEEN ISRAEL AND JORDAN. HE REJECTED CATEGORICALLY 

THE PLO AS A VALID REPRESENTATIVE OF THE PALESTINE PEOPLE 

AND AS A VALID INTERLOCUTOR FOR ISRAEL, ACCUSING THE PLO 

OF SPEARHEADING EFFORTS TO DISRUPT THE RECENT PEACE 

AGREEMENT. ALLON ASSESSED THE UN AT ITS 30TH ANNIVERSARY FROM 

ISRAEL'S VIEWPOINT AND FOUND THE ORGANIZATION TO HAVE A 

VERY UNEVEN RECORD, A PLACE WHERE ANTI-ISRAEL RESOLUTIONS 
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WERE ADOPTED BY AUTOMATIC MAJORITIES. HE CALLED ON THE 
SOVIET UNION TO LIVE UP TO THE SPIRIT OF THE CSCE AND 
THE HELSINKI FINAL ACT IN THE TREATMENT OF ITS JEWISH 
MINORITY. HE CLOSED WITH A WARNING THAT ANTI-ZIONISM 
TODAY WAS BUT A EUPHEMISM FOR ANTI-SEMITISM. (OURTEL 4638) 

CAMEROON - FOREIGN MINISTER JEAN KEUTCHA ASSERTED THAT 
NON-ALIGNEMENT WAS THE CORNERSTONE OF CAMEROON FOREIGN 
POLICY AND THAT THIS CONSISTED OF NON-INTERFERENCE IN AFFAIRS 
OF OTHERS, NON-USE OF FORCE, VIGILANCE TOWARD THE ORGANIZED 
POWERS, AND COOPERATION WITHOUT THE SURRENDER OF VITAL 
INTERESTS. HE NOTED THAT THE UN WAS MOVING TOWARD UNIVERSALITY 
AND URGED THE ENTRY OF THE VIETNAMAS INTO THE "CONCERT OF 
NATIONS." HE CALLED FOR THE PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION OF 
KOREA, AND STATED THAT HE COULD NOT CONDONE "MAINTENANCE 
OF FOREIGN TROOPS WHO WILL NEVER ACCEPT NON-INTERFERENCE." 

HE WELCOMED THE INDEPENDENCE OF THE FORMER PORTUGUESE 
COLONIES AND CRITICIZED OUTSIDE INTERVENTION IN ANGOLA, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CALLING FOR PEACE THERE WHILE REMINDING PORTUGAL THAT IT IS 
STILL RESPONSIBLE FOR ANGOLA S SECURITY. HE STRONGLY 
CRITICIZED SOUTH AFRICA AND CONDEMNED "THE VETOES ... 

THAT PERMIT SOUTH AFRICA TO SCORN THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY." 
REFERRING TO RHODESIA, HE NOTED THAT "THE RESPONSIBILITY 
OF THE ADMINISTRATING POWER REMAINS" AND THAT "ALL MEANS, 
INCLUDING FORCE" SHOULD BE USED TO COMPEL SUBMISSION OF 
THE SMITH REGIME. 

KEUTCHA ACCUSED ISRAEL OF VIOLATING THE CHARTER, AND 
STATED THAT IT IS RESPECT FOR THE CHARTER RATHER THAN OTHER 
EXPLANATIONS ADVANCED BY "THOSE WHO CARE LITTLE ABOUT OUR 
DIGNITY" THAT EXPLAIN OUR ACTIONS IN THAT REGARD. HE PRAISED 
DETENTE AND THE CSCE, AND HOPED THAT DETENTE WOULD BE MADE 
GLOBAL AND THAT A NEW ETHIC OF INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS 
BASED ON "HUMAN SOLIDARITY" WOULD EMERGE. HE EXPRESSED 
CONCERN ABOUT THE ARMS RACE, AND CALLED FOR GENERAL DISARMAMENT 
UNDER THE AUSPICES OF THE "INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY AS A WHOLE," 
WITH AN END TO NUCLEAR TESTS AND A WORLD DISARMAMENT 
CONFERENCE. HE PRAISED THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION AS ESTABLISHING 
A BASIS FOR DIALOGUE AND URGED THAT THE MEASURES OF THE 6TH 
AND 7TH SPECIAL SESSIONS AND CERDS BE MADE A REALTIY. 

HE TERMED THE UN "IRREPLACEABLE," BUT OBSERVED THAT ITS 
STRUCTURE WAS NOT PERFECT AND COULD BE ALTERED TO BETTER 
TAKE INTO ACCOUNT THE NEWER MEMBERS. HE STRESSED THE 
INTERDEPENDENCE OF MANKIND, CALLED FOR BOTH 
"VERTICAL" AND "HORIZONTAL" COOPERATION, AND CONCLUDED 
BY STATING THAT HIS GOVERNMENT WISHES TO PROMOTE "A 
MULTI-POLAR WORLD." (REPEATED INFO YAOUNDE) 
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KUWAIT FOREIGN MINISTER AL-SABAH DEVOTED MOST OF HIS SPEECH 
TO ECONOMIC AND MIDDLE EAST ISSUES. HE WELCOMED THE RESULTS 
OF THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION AS A "FIRST STEP IN THE RIGHT 
DIRECTION" AND EXHORTED DEVELOPED COUNTRIES TO CARRY 
OUT THEIR RESPONSIBILITIES. TURNING TO THE MIDDLE EAST, 

AL-SABAH URGED RECOGNITION OF THE RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN 
PEOPLE AND THE UNCONDITIONAL WITHDRAWAL OF ISRAEL FROM 
OCCUPRIED TERRITORIES. HE EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER ISRAEL'S 
EFFORTS TO "EXTORT” FROM THE US VARIOUS COMMITMENTS IN RETURN 
FOR LIMITED WITHDRAWAL, STATING THAT THE TOTALITY OF US 
COMMITMENTS TO ISRAEL CONSTITUTED "AN OMINOUS PRECEDENT," 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND WARNED THAT ISRAEL S ACQUISITION OF SOPHISTICATED 
WEAPONS WOULD AGGRAVATE TENSIONS. AL-SABAH ALSO STATED 
THAT "THE TIME HAS COME FOR ADOPTING PUNITIVE MEASURES 
AGAINST ISRAEL, SUCH AS THE IMPOSITION OF CONOMIC SANCTIONS 
AND EXPULSION FROM THE UNITED NATIONS." ON UN MATTERS, 

AL-SABAH EXPRESSED HOPE THAT THE VIETNAMS WOULD BE ADMITTED, 
CALLED ON THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY TO PUT AN END TO 
CERTAIN COUNTRIES' VIOLATIONS OF THE CHARTER THROUGH THE 
IMPOSITION OF PROHIBITIVE SANCTIONS "INCLUDING EXPULSION," 

AND HIGHLIGHTED THE FAILURE OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL TO 
INVOKE SANCTIONS TO SETTLE DISPUTES AS PROVIDED IN CHAPTER 
VII. 

ON DISARMAMENT ISSUES, AL-SABAH WELCOMED THE CSCE AND 
REITERATED SUPPORT FOR A WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE. 

HE ALSO CALLED FOR A CONFERENCE IN THE NEAR FUTURE "TO 
STUDY THE PROSPECTS OF CONCLUDING AN INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT 
TO MAKE THE INDIAN OCEAN A ZONE OF PEACE," AND STRONGLY 
OBIECTED TO ALL ATTEMPTS TO ESTABLISH MILITARY BASES ON 
ISLANES IN THE INDIAN OCEAN. IN CONCLUSION, AL-SABAH 
COMMENTED ON THE SLOWNESS OF LOS NEGOTIATIONS, CAUTIONING 
AGAINST UNILATERAL DECLARATIONS, DECRIED THE SITUATION 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, AND STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF THE 
ARAB-EUROPEAN DIALOGUE. (REPEATED INFO KUWAIT)

SUDAN - FOREIGN MINISTER AHMED DECLARED THAT THE CHALLENGE

PROFESSED DESIRE FOR CONCILIATION. BUT HE CALLED ATTENTION 
TO THE CRITICISM OF THE REGIME VOICED BY ROMAN CATHOLIC 
CHURCHMEN IN RHODESIA AS A FACTOR LIKELY TO LESSEN SMITH'S 
INTRANSIGENCE. 

TURNING TO THE PROBLEM OF UN REFORM, AHEMD CALLED ON 
"TRADITIONALISTS ", INCLUDING THE SOCIALIST STATES, TO 
ACCEPT THE NECESSITY FOR CHANGES TO ENABLE THE UN TO ADAPT 
TO THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL REALITIES OF THE 1970'S. 

HE ADDED THAT THESE CHANGES WOULD NOT REQUIRE THE ELIMINATION

IN THE PRINTED VERSION OF THE SPEECH, OMITTED IN HIS 
ORAL PRESENTATION, AHMED RECOMMENDED THAT ISRAEL HEED 
THE RECENT ADVICE OF SENATOR PERCY TO CHANGE ITS POLICIES 
IN LIGHT OF THE GROWING STRENGTH OF ITS ARAB ANTAGONISTS. 

HE ALSO CITED BEN-GURION'S OBSERVATION AFTER THE 1967
